LABOR LEGISLATION. 

Republican Party Aims to Conserve In- 
terests of All the People. 

Various Injunction bills were consld 
ered In committee durlni; both sessions 
of the Fifty-ninth and first session of 
the Sixtieth congresses.. During the 
first session of the Fifty-ninth con- 
gress several bills were before the 
Judiciary committee, and bearings 
were accorded and considered. It was 
found, however; that the labor inter- 
ests of tho country could not agree 
upon any one bill and tbat different 
labor leaders^* ere opposed to one or 
the other bills under consideration. 

Again, during the first sesslou of the 
Sixtieth cougress the Judiciary com- 
mittee of the house gave more time 
and attention to the various bills pre- 
sented, but It was found that no bill 
could bo introduced that would be sat- 
isfactory to all tbe labor Interests and 
no bill upon which all members of con- 
gress could agree. This so ealled antl 
Injunction legislation is by no means a 
partisan matter, and so far neither 
Democrats nor Uepubllcans have been 
able to agree among themselves to a 
bill that would seem to satisfy all con- 
ferred. There Is no doubt, however, 
that In the near future some bill will 
be enacted Into law, and when It Is It 
will be found that It will provide pro- 
tection for not only labor and capital, 
but for tbe public as well. First It 
must bo constitutional, and then It 
must be of such a nature that It will 
not lead to disorder and riot but will 
conserve tbe best Interests of tbe peo 
pie at large and not be drawn In the 
Interest of either capital or labor, but 
for the good and protection of all.

farmhand has wiitten a letter to 
President Roosavelt about the work 
which the Country Life Oommltri ••• is 
carryini: on. The President ha- tu°nd 
the letter over to the Country Ld- Com 
mission and the Commission has askt .i 
the farmhand to write some more. 

"1 have been a farmhaud {vat lo g 
ienouyh", says the Presidents corres- 
pondent, "to learu the cause of M ru in 
is and daughters and well-meaning, 
iable farmhands leaving the beautiful 
farm and country and going t< 
the city. A lack of order and ■ ysterri 
the farm aud too long hours for a thy 
what is driving the best minds from 
the farm to the city and shop. Wh 
:an we expect of a hand, or the faruie 
wife and her prosperity, in the wa\ < i 
utellectual development when they get 
out of their beds at 3: 3O in the murnn.g 
and work from that time until8or9 p. 
m. ( And no attention paid to 'he 
Sanitary conditions of the home, and 
necessary conveniences on the farm for 
doing the farm work with the least labor 
and time. " 

This man has given the Country Life 
Commission some very interesting first- 
hand information about ruralxonditions 
and recommendations based on a long 
experience in the farm work and farm 
life. He has worked for all kinds of 
farmers, good and bad, he says, and he 
has always had his eyes open to detect 
the cause of their successor failure. He 
has drawn his own conclusions and set 
them forth in down-right, etraight- 



tlirougb in a systematic, business-like 
manner, just as the city man does, will 
be able to shorten the hours of labor. 
'"So many farmers measure every- 
thing on the farm from the standpoint of 
muscle," he continues, "and 
extrene in some things and slack 
others. I decided seveial years 
that life is too short to work lor Peter 

"Now. Mr. President," he writes, 
">ou i*n take this for what it is worth. 
.' have not given you hall of my experi- 
mce. '' The Country Life Cornnnssiou 
written him that his suggestions are 
useful that they hope he will send 

Compel the farmer to lie a business 
ii,"he sa>s— "Go into the homes of 
soma of the farmers aud the so-called 
I Urmers and ascertain how they live, 
and learn of their methods of doing, the 
business in which they are engaged. 
And you will be surprised what a variety 
you will find. Ascertain what they 
read, and what stress they put on 
tl e literature that comes into their 
homes (if any comes) bearing on the 
business they are engaged in. See what 
per cent study their business. 

"Give me the educated farmer as a 
boss and the edncated farmhand as a 
hand. When I come in contact with a 
hand or farmer that studies his business 
I find him advancing, and it is a pleasure 
to work for such men. > 

"The majority of the farmers are 
eight-hour men, that is, eight hours in 
the forenoon and eight in the afternoon. 
Eight or ten hours on the farm cannot 
well be adapted in all cases, but it need 
not be lrom fourteen to sixteen hoars. 



If the family arise every morning at 5 
o'clock aud the wife aud daughters at- 
tend to the household duties, and the 
farmhands and sons attend to the chores 
and go to the field at 7 o'clock and 
work until U-or 11 :30 and goto the 
field again at I and keep at it until 6 
'clock, aud go to the house and eat the 
supper and theu do the evening chores, 
they have done a farm day's work. 
Regular hours fcr work, and regular 
hours for meals, and regular hours tor 
sleep, and regular hours for test and 
eation, with plenty of ctaudard pa 
and books Including the bett agri 
ral papers and books, and a full faith 
God, nn>l gojd grub is wanted. 
"The family should rise at 5 o'clock 
on Sunday rgorning as well as on week 
diys, and do the necessary Sunday 
morning chores, and then go to church 
and show the business man in the city 
that Sunday on the farm does not consist 
in changing the stock from one field to 
another, or salting it, or unloading 
load of hay that was brought in 1 
Saturday evening. 

"Coming to the meals at the meal 
hour makes it easy on the wife so she 
can arrange tier household duties in 
Older, as can also the-huoband his farm 

'"Men of worth and standing in 
shop and city tell me that if order and 
■ystem were used on the farm they 
would go back to the farm. If 
farmer wants to keep his lone 
daughters on the farm he must 
lengthen the hours for a day's work at 
bath ends. Limit the hours of work 
the farm to twelve or thirtefn with pay 
for overtime, and freedom to the hired 
man on Sunday." 

The Coujitry Life Commission 
comes letters like this, because as Pro- 
fessor L. H. Bailey, Chairman of the 
Commission, recently pointed out, ona 
of the objects of the investigations of the 
Commission will be to obtain, is fully 
as poesible, ths opinions of both farmers 
and of their hands concerning the 
question of farm labor and the condition 
of hired help. It i* likely that when 
the Country Life Commission reaches 
Indiana in the tour of the country which 
it will make early next month it will 
endeavor to get Into personal touch with 
this letter writer.
